worms and a fishpole garnered from the rushes, catches more fish 
than the supposed expert of Waltonian education.

New Yo rk, Sept. 23.— R epo rts o f a third m ajo r league baseball league, 
altho ugh they co m e fro m fairly respo nsible so urces, are no t being taken so 
rio usly by practical basel/all men. 
Tw o sto ries have been to ld recently. 
One that mo ney o utside o rganized 
baseball was being Interested in a pro po sitio n to start an o utlaw league and 
th« * o ther that m ajo r league club o w ners w ere co nsidering a th ird league 
o f their o wn. 
Neither are new sto ries and tlie po ssibility o f a third league seem s even 
less practical than it wo uld have been durin g the prim e o f Babe R uth when 
huso bull was draw ing much better than it do es no w. 
it was repo rted that Jo hnny Evers and several o ther respected and ho n­ 
o rable baseball men had been interested In o rganizing a league that wo uld 
include the m ajo r league to w ns like Cincinnati, Cleveland, D etro it and 
Pittsburgh, w here there is o nly o ne m ajo r league club, and so me o f the bigger 
cities in the In tern atio n al league such as To ro nto , Buffalo , Newark o r Bal­ 
timo re. 
As an o utlaw venture a third league lo o ks to be a sure lo ss. 
T h e ex 
perlence that the New Yo rk Yankees had several years ago and that the 
Cincinnati Reds are having no w in finding n place f« >r a new park presents 
o ne o f the big pro blem s. 
A club o w ner c a n ’t walk into a real estate o ffice and o rder a lo t fo r a 
ball park and when he do es get It he has to have plenty o f mo ney to build a 
mo dern park. 
Organized baseball, with its o wn mo ney, o f co urse, wo uld no t 
have the park pro blem. 
It no do ubt co uld be arranged to have the Cincin 
nati, Detro it, P ittsburgh and Cleveland parks used fo r two team s as the 
park in St. Lo uis is no w shared by the Bro w ns and the Cardinals. 
T he financial pro blem , witho ut do ubt, is trem endo us but the practical 
difficulties to be faced are even mo re disco uraging. 
W here wo uld they get the players? 
The supply o f go o d players isn’t sufficient no w to meet the dem and o f 
the sixteen m ajo r league clubs and suppo sing that eight new clubs wo uld 
have to be sto cked w ith 25 players each. 
And It m ust be rem em bered that, 
even If they w ere all wo rking to gether, the big h earted m agnates wo uld no t 
break up a go o d team like the Yankees, the Athletics, Indians, P irates, Reds 
o r C ardinals to pro m o te an o th er league. 
It is quite certain that sufficient players co uldn’t be attracted fro m o r­ 
ganized baseball to start an o utlaw league. 
So me o f the go o d p layers might 
jum p as they learned fro m the experience o f stars who jumped to the Fed­ 
eral league years ago that they can alw ays get back into o rganized baseball 
if they are go o d eno ugh to be wanted hy so me club o wner. 
The players are rather restive no w and It might be that o utlaw pro m o ­ 
ters co uld find a number o f fine play ers interested. 
T he treatm ent that Max 
Carey, Eddie Mo o re, Babe Adams and C arso n Bigbee received fro m the P itts­ 
burgh Pirates and the ridiug Frank Frisch receiv ed fro m the New Yo rk 
Giants started o ther play ers talking again abo ut "slav e co ntracts’’ and the 
po ssibility o f fo rm ing so m e kind o f pro tectiv e o rganizatio n. 
The fo rmatio n o f a play ers unio n has been discussed o ff and o n fo r sev ­ 
eral years but no thing ev er came o f the talk because o f premature publicity . 
But the club o wners are giv ing the play ers mo re cause to act by the threats 
fo r the w ho lesale reductio n o f salaries this winter.

THIRD IEAGUE TALK NOT TAKEN SERIOUSLY 


By HENRY L. FA R R E L L 
(United Press Sports Editor) 
New York, Sept. 23.—Reports of a third m ajor league baseball league, 
although they come from fairly responsible sources, are not being taken se­ 
riously by practical baseball men. 
Two stories have been told recently. 
One th at money outside organized 
baseball was being interested in a proposition to start an outlaw league and 
the other that m ajor league club ow ners wore considering a th ird league 
>f th eir own. 
N either are new stories and the possibility of a third league seem s even 
less practical than it would have been du rin g the prime of Babe Ruth when 
baseball was draw ing m uch better than it does now. 
It was reported th a t Johnny Evers and several other respected and h on­ 
orable baseball men had been interested in organizing a league th at would 
include the m ajor league towns like Cincinnati, Cleveland, D etroit and 
P ittsburgh, where there is only one m ajor league club, and some of the bigger 
cities In the International league such as Toronto, Buffalo, Newark or Bal­ 
timore. 
As an outlaw ven tu re a third league looks to be a sure loss. 
T he ex­ 
perience that the New York Yankees had several years ago and th a t tho 
Cincinnati Reds are having now In finding a place for a new park presents 
one of the big problem s. 
A club owner ca n ’t walk into a real estate office and order a lot for a 
ball park and w hen he does get it he has to have plenty of money to build a 
modern park. 
Organized baseball, with its own money, of course, would not 
have the park problem. 
It no doubt could bo arranged to have tile Cincin­ 
nati, Detroit, Pittsburgh and Cleveland p arks used for two team s as the 
park in St. Louis is now shared by the B row ns and the Cardinals. 
The financial problem , without doubt, is trem endous but the practical 
difficulties to bo faced a re even more discouraging. 
W here would they get the players? 
The supply of good players isn’t sufficient now to meet the dem and of 
the sixteen m ajor league clubs and supposing th at eight new clubs would 
have to be stocked w ith 25 players each. 
And it m ust be rem em bered that, 
even if they w ere all w orking together, the big hearted m agnates would not 
break up a good team like the Yankees, tho Athletics, Indians, Pirates. Reds 
or Cardinals to prom ote another league. 
It Is quite certain that sufficient players couldn't be attracted from o r­ 
ganized baseball to s ta rt an outlaw league. 
Some of the good players m ight 
jum p as they learned from the experience of stars who jumped to the F ed­ 
eral league years ago th a t they can always get back into organized baseball 
lf they are good enough to be wanted by some club owner. 
The players are rather restive now and it might be that outlaw prom o­ 
te rs could find a number of fine players interested. The treatment that Max 
Carey, Eddie Moore, Babe Adams and Carson Bigbee received from the Pitts­ 
burgh Pirates and the riding Frank Frisch received from the New York 
Giants started other players talking again about "slave contracts” and the 
possibility of forming some kind of protective organisation. 
The formation of a players union has been discussed off and on for sev­ 
eral years but nothing ever came of the talk because of premature publicity. 
But the club owners are giving the players more cause to act by the threats 
for the wholesale reduction of salaries this winter.
